Marine Office, Dairen, giving ‘thorein full 
particulars of the affair.’’ The letter rung 
im substance as follows, says the’ Man- 
churia Daily News:— ; - 
She wag toon up_on time-charter ‘by 
an American firm of Now York on Septem. 
bey 18th last and left there on October 6th 
foy Salonika, Inden with 7,000 tons of gen- 
era] cargo. Sho touched on the. way at 
tho port of St, Michrel, of the Azores 
Tsland; for coaling purpose 
at Gibralter on Sctober 22nd, where she 
discharged 600° tons of cargo, Just prior 
to hey departure therefrom she was nd- 
vised by tho British authorities to put off 
her intended ‘sailing in the’ Mediterranean 
and wag ‘ndyised to lie at anchor at the 
North Jind, off Gibraltar. At 6 a.m, on 
Novembey 2nq she resumed hey voyage at 
a specd of about ten: nautical. miles per 
hour. While sailing at 9 point. twenty 
miles west of Alboran Island, Spanish pos- 
session, at 4.42° p.m, on. tho- same day;
